TWO PIONEER POTTERS 


News of the Deaths of C. 
E. 
Haw 
thorns And Ralph Ham- 
mersly, 
Charles E. Hawthorne, on old time 
potter, died recently in Indianapolis, 
Iud. 
He was born in Burslem, Eng 
land, in 1819, and in 1817 carne to 
East Liverpool, where he founded a 
pottery and operated it until 1850. He 
married H arriet Jam es, of Cincinnati.

W hose taste in dress is as extravagant 
as th at of any ‘ buck” o f the d ays of 
tho Georges. T here Is, for Instance, a 
son of a w ell known im***!* w ho has the 
reputation of never 
w earing a suit 
tw ice. 
lie has a wardrobe o f w a ist­ 
coats of all the colors o f the rainbow , 
ranging from rn ligh t blue spangled 
w ith silver stars to a deep green satin 
With buttons c f eighteen carat gold, 
each of w hich is adorned w ith the 
painted face of a beautiful wom an. 
A nother w ealthy aristocrat is cr. tilt­ 
ed w ith having a s m any suits and uni­ 
form s as thor** ar** days in Un* year 
and w ith spending on his ta ilo r s bill 
a sum w hich would pay the yearly 
salary o f a minor cab in et m inister. 
B ut such m en are m odestly arrayed 
com pared w ith the d andles of m any a 
past century. 
T he earl o f N orthum ­ 
berland w ho lived In the latter part of 
the fourteenth century boasted no fe w ­ 
er than six ty su its o f cloth of gold 
alone, and the bishop of L ly of that 
tim e had a change of raim ent for e v ­ 
ery day o f the year. 
Much later, in Queen Mary’s tim e, 
the w ardrobe o f a bishop m ight have 
been Hie envy of Solom on for the va­ 
riety and costlin ess of its contents, and 
even a sim ple village priest, according 
to Fuller, wore ‘ a vestm en t of crim son 
satin, a vestm ent of crim son velvet, a 
stoic ami fnoon set w ith pearl, gow ns 
faced w ith taffetas, etc.” 
Iii the da*,, o f C haucer fashionable 
men w ore cw t bes as ninny colored as 
Joseph’s cont, so th at “ w hile one leg 
would be a blase of crim son th e other 
w ould be tricked out to green or blue 
or yellow , w ithout any regard to har­ 
mony or contrast.” 
Even a s late a s the middle of the 
eighteenth century a dandy would dock 
him self in “a vivid green coat, a w a ist­ 
coat o f scarlet, yellow breeches ami 
him* stockings,** uud th.* gentlem an o f 
a few years later wore, am ong sim i­ 
lar sartorial vagaries, “a coat of light 
green, w ith sleev es too sm all for tin* 
arm s aud 
buttons too 
big 
for tho 
sleeves; a pair o f M anchester fine stuff 
breeches, w ithout m oney iu their pock­ 
ets; clouded silk stockings, a elhi) of 
hair behind larger than the head that 
carries it, a hat of the size of u six ­ 
pence on a block not worth a far­ 
thing.” 
At one fashionable epoch our ances­ 
tors, to quote the w ords of a quaint 
clinah* lei*, 
“ would 
wean* clothes so 
tlghtc to ye skin that It m ight w ell In* 
Conceived they w ore no cloth es at ail,” 
aud at another th ey w ould w ear them 
“so volum inous th at a siugle suite 
m ight w ell have afforded raym eut for 
a w hole fum ilie, and so stuffed out 
w ith feathers that, o f a verity, their 
w earers resem bled nothing so much as 
w alking saekes.” 
At another i*criod it w as the gro­ 
tesque fashion to com bine on one per­ 
son the dress of all the countries of 
Bump® the hat w ould be Spanish, the 
coat French, the trousers Turkish, and 
so ou- so th at the w earer w as a “w alk­ 
ing epitom e of the dress of a conti­ 
nent.” 
A t one tim e shoes w ould bo worn 
w ith sq u ir e toes o f such w idth that a 
royal proclam ation w a s issued ll rn I ring 
the width, to six 
Inches, and these 
shoes w ere succeeded by others w hich 
cam e to the finest of points at the toes. 
la H enry l l .’s tim e shoes with points 
tw o feet long were worn by the fa sh ­ 
ionable*, aud in the reign of I loury 
IV. these i»olnts had grow n to such an 
Inordinate length that iu order to be 
able to w alk at all It w as necessary to 
attach the tips to the knees by clialna, 
w hich w ere of gold or silver, w hile the 
tops of the shoes w ere carved with a ll 
kinds o f fantastic design-.
